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EEPOBT  OF  THE  TEUSTEES. 


To  the  General  Assembly  : 

By  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  re- 
organizing the  government  of  the  State  University,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  submit  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  each  session  thereof,  "  a  full  report  of  their  own  transac- 
tions and  the  condition  of  the  University,  embracing  an  item- 
ized account  of  all  receipts,  disbursements  and  expenditures, 
on  account  of  the  University,  by  those  charged  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  its  finances.  In  pursuance  of  this  require- 
ment, the  Trustees  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing 

REPORT, 

As  by  the  terms  of  the  act  conferring  upon  them  the  charge 
of  the  University,  the  Trustees  did  not  come  into  power  until 
the  28th  day  of  June  of  the  current  year,  and  as  the  Univer^- 
sity  year  closes  with  commencement  day,  the  first  Wednesday 
in  July,  the  "itemized  account5'  required  to  be  submitted 
must  of  necessity  be  made  up  from  the  transactions  of  the 
previous  year,  while  still  under  the  charge  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Eegents  for  the  University. 
An  itemized  statement,  made  up  from  the  books  of  the  proper 
officers  of  the  University,  showing  the  receipts  from  all  sour- 
ces and  all  disbursements  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1876, 
accompanies  this  report — (see  exhibit  marked  "A.")  A  sum- 
mary of  this  exhibit  and  the  books  of  the  treasurer  show  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  as  follows  :

From  this  summary  is  omitted  receipts  from  tuition  charges, 
as  these,  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  were  divided 
among  the  Professors,  and  will  be  found  added  to  their  res-- 
pective  salaries  in  the  Exhibit,  but  do  not  otherwise  enter  into 
the  aggregate  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

By  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  it  appears  that  there  was  a 
balance  on  hand  July  1,  1876,  of  $5,563.52  in  State  obliga-* 
tions— while  the  University  was  in  debt  to  the  Treasurer  on 
currency  account  to  the  amount  of  $477.80.  There  is  an  ap- 
parent discrepancy  between  the  amounts  expended,  as  shown 
by  the  books  of  the  disbursing  officer,  and  the  balance  sheet 
of  the  Treasurer,  the  difference  being  in  favor  of  the  Univer- 
sity. It  may  be  accounted  for,  in  part,  by  the  intermingling, 
of  accounts— the  receipts  having  been  both  State  obligations 
and  currency,  and  the  payments  largely  in  currenc}^,  which 


required  the  conversion  of  State  obligations  into  currency. 
Another  cause  is  undoubtedly  the  imperfect  separation  of  ac- 
counts, those  of  one  year  being  intermingled  in  the  times  of 
payment  with  those  of  another.  The  Trustees  have  made 
such  changes  in  the  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  as  will 
systematize  and  simplify  them,  and  render  it  easy  hereafter 
to  obtain  a  complete  and  accurate  statement  of  each  year's 
financial  transactions. 

In  conformity  with  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  the 
Board  of  Trustees  met  at  the  University  buildings  on  Tues- 
day, the  28th  of  June,  1876,  and,  after  duly  qualifying,  organ- 
ized by  electing-  Hon.  Marion  Banks,  of  Tuscaloosa,  president 
pro  tern.,  and  Dr.  Cochran  secretary.  The  trustees  remained 
in  session — all  but  one  of  the  members  being  in  attendance — 
until  after  the  annual  commencement,  and  devoted  themselves 
earnestly  and  diligently  to  the  important  work  committed  to 
their  charge.  Impelled  by  a  strong  desire  to  see  the  Univer- 
sity restored  to  all  its  former  prosperity,  to  make  it  worthy  of 
the  State  and  enable  it  "  to  keep  step "  with  the  advancing 
progress  of  the  times  towards  a  liberal  and  thorough  system 
of  education,  the  trustees  gave  their  best  consideration  to  a 
careful  revision  of  the  course  of  study  and  the  internal  gov- 
ernment then  obtaining,  the  cost  and  charges  of,  and  for  sub- 
sistence and  contingencies,  and  the  best  method  to  at  once 
popularize  the  institution  and  render  it  more  useful  to  the 
people  of  this  State.  Aided  by  the  suggestions  and  experi- 
ence of  the  president  and  professors,  the  board  made  some 
important  changes,  which  are  already  realizing  the  most  sat- 
isfactory results.  The  open  or  elective  system  was  adopted, 
embracing  schools  of  moral  and  mental  philosophy,  of  the 
Latin,  Greek  and  English  languages  and  literature,  of  modern 
languages,  of  chemistry,  geology  and  natural  history,  of  nat- 
ural philosophy  and  astronomy,  and  of  pure  mathematics. 
Departments  of  law  (civil  and  equity  jurisprudence),  and  a 
school  of  civil  engineering  were  also  established,  so  that  the 
earnest  and  diligent  student  will  experience  no  let  or  hin- 
drance in  drinking  well  and  deeply  at  this  fountain  of  learn- 
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The  trustees  could  not  be  insensible  of  the  fact  that  many 
young  men  of  the  State,  who  earnestly  desire  to  obtain  an 
education,  have  been  precluded  from  gratifying  their  desires 
by  the  lack  of  means  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses,  and 
were  convinced  that  under  the  present  comparatively  impov- 
erished condition  of  the  people  of  the  State  a  reduction  of  the 
charges  at  the  University,  if  not  absolutely  essential,  would 
still  be  an  important  step  toward  restoring  and  extending  its 
popularity  and  usefulness.  An  examination  of  the  expendi- 
tures for  previous  years  satisfied  them  that  by  skillful  and 
prudent  management  and  strict  economy,  the  current  expen- 
ses of  the  University  might  be  materially  reduced,  thus  per- 
mitting a  reduction  in  the  charges  of  board,  washing,  &c. 
They  accordingly  reduced  the  charges  from  $130  to  $95  per 
term,  and  soon  after  adjournment  communicated  that  fact, 
among  others,  in  a  published  address,  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report.  The  new  term 
commenced  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  and  the  largely 
increased  attendance,  and  the  general  and  growing  interest 
which  seems  to  be  felt  in  the  success  of  the  University,  afford 
gratifying  evidence  of  the  policy  and  wisdom  of  the  changes 
made.  They  are  the  "first  fruits"  of  the  rich  harvest  which 
may  reasonably  be  expected  if  no  disturbing  or  retrograde 
movement  shall  be  permitted  to  intervene. 

The  trustees  held  an  adjourned  meeting  in  October  to  com- 
plete, as  far  as  practicable,  the  unfinished  work  of  the  July  ses- 
sion. The  names  of  the  members  of  the  three  faculties  of  the 
University,  as  now  organized,  are  as  follows :

The  number  of  students  on  the  University  Register,  Nov- 
ember 28,  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and  it  is  confi- 
dently expected  that  this  number  will  be  increased  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  by  commencement  of  the  next  term.  The 
entire  attendance  in  the  year  ending  July,  1876,  was  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven — a  gain,  so  far,  of  over  twenty  per  centum. 
Of  these  students  fifty-six  are  appointed  from  the  several  con- 
gressional districts,  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  who  are  tuition  free — also,  six  others,  sons 
of  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  of  officers  of  the  University, 
tuition  free  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees — -making 
sixty-two  beneficiaries  in  all,  or  nearly  fifty  per  centum  of  the 
entire  attendance.  As  the  number  of  beneficiaries  allowed  by 
law  from  the  congressional  districts  has  not  been  attained,  it 
is  probable  that  there  will  be  considerable  accessions  to  the 
number  of  students  taught  free  of  tuition.  In  this  connection 
attention  is  invited  to  the  following  extract  from  a  communi- 
cation from  President  Smith : 

"  I  may  mention  also  that  the  two  sons  of  the  late  Gen.  Clan- 
ton  are  here,  to  whom  I  have  furnished  textbooks  and  station- 
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exy  for  current  term,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  University  fund. 
Neither  of  them  has  paid,  or  expects  to  pay,  the  University  the 
regular  charges  for  board,  tuition,  &c." 

Last  season,  as  we  are  informed,  but  one  of  these  young 
persons  was  in  attendance  at  the  University ;  their  claim  to 
free  education  is  based  upon  an  act  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
which  appears  itself  to  have  been  based  upon  a  settlement 
made  of  certain  claims  against  the  State  urged  in  behalf  of 
the  iegal  representatives  of  the  late  Gen.  Clanton.  As  all  the 
charges  at  the  University,  except  for  tuition,  are  predicated 
upon  the  actual  expenses  incurred,  and  therefore  come  out  of 
the  amounts  collected  from  the  students,  it  would  appear  that 
the  cost  of  board,  washing,  contingent  expenses,  &o.,  of  the 
Clanton  brothers,  is  in  effect  borne  by  the  other  students, 
which  is  hardly  equitable  or  just.  If  the  State  deems  it  ob- 
ligatory (upon  which  question  we  express  no  opinion)  to  edu- 
cate the  sons  of  the  late  Gen.  Clanton,  it  would  seem  that  the 
General  Assembly  should  assume  directly  the  obligation  and 
make  the  necessary  appropriation  therefor.  The  cost  would 
then  be  distributed  among  all  the  people  of  the  State  and 
thus  be  scarcely  felt,  instead  of  as  now  being  borne  by  the 
comparatively  few  who  attend  the  University.  It  is  also  res- 
pectfully submitted,  whether  the  General  Assembly  should 
not  make  some  provision  for  remunerating  the  University  for 
instructing  the  large  number  of  beneficiaries  provided  by  law 
to  be  educated  there  without  charge  for  tuition  ?  An  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose,  while  it  would  be  too  small  to  be 
felt  by  the  people  at  large,  would  still  be  an  important  aid  to 
the  very  limited  resources  of  the  University,  and  enable  the 
trustees  to  materially  increase  its  capacity  tor  usefulness. 
The  beneficiaries  might  be  required,  as  in  some  other  States, 
to  give  a  pledge  to  spend  a  given  period  in  teaching  in  our 
public  schools  after  leaving  the  University,  as  a  partial  return 
for  the  advantages  afforded  them  by  the  State.  It  is  also 
proper  to  remark,  that  the  probabilities  are  that  before  the 
next  session  of  the  General  Assembly  the  demands  upon  the 
University  will  tax  to  the  utmost  our  facilities  for  accommo- 
dating students  and  compel  the  extension  of  barrack  accom- 


modations,  or,  unwelcome  alternative,  the  refusal  of  new  ap- 
plicants after  the  quarters  are  once  rilled. 

We  beg  to  state,  in  conclusion,  that  the  University  is  now 
running  smoothly  in  all  its  departments,  with  brighter  pros- 
pects for  the  future  than  have  been  discernible  since  the  war. 
The  trustees  are  warmly  enlisted  and  will  labor  zealously 
and  vigilantly  in  its  behalf,  and  with  the  encouragement  and 
liberality  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  lead  as  well  as  repre- 
sent the  people,  we  may  hope  to  see  it  grow  and  prosper  year 
by  year,  until  it  shall  be  peer  in  all  desirable  respects  with 
the  proudest  and  best  University  in  the  Union.

THE  STATE  UNIVEKSITY. 


ADDRESS  EROM  THE  TRUSTEES  IN  ITS  BEHALF. 


To  the  People  of  Alabama  : 

The  undersigned,  trustees  of  your  State  University,  having 
devoted  several  days  to  a  careful  examination  into  the  condi- 
tion and  needs  of  this  institution  of  learning,  deem  it  their 
duty  to  address  to  the  people  of  this  State  a  few  words  of  in- 
formation and  appeal. 

The  General  Assembly,  as  you  are  doubtless  aware,  at  its 
last  session,  passed  an  act,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  new  constitution,  restoring  the  supervision  of  the  Univer- 
sity to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  one  member  from 
each  congressional  district,  except  the  Tuskaloosa  district, 
which  has  two  members.  The  same  act  provided  that  the 
first  session  of  this  board  should  be  held  in  the  city  of  Tus- 
kaloosa, on  the  28th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1876.  In  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  trustees  assembled  at  the 
time  specified,  and  have  since  been  laboriously  engaged  from 
day  to  day  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  duties  imposed 
upon  them.  During  this  period  we  have  investigated  the 
former  management  of  the  University — examined  the  rules 
and  regulations,  and  discipline — have  attended  upon  the  va- 
rious interesting  exercises  of  examination,  drill  and  exhibi- 
tion— concluding  with  commencement— and  have  made  such 
changes  and  improvements  therein  as  we  deem  of  immediate 
importance,  and  have  made  provision  for  such  other  changes 
as  experience  may  demonstrate  to  be  wise  and  proper.  We 
desire,  in  assuming  our  important  trust,  to   say  that  we  find 
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the  University  in  a  more  prosperous  and  promising  condition' 
than  we  expected.  We  find  that  the  President  and  Faculty 
are  able,  judicious  and  faithful  officers ;  that  the  students — ■ 
numbering  one  hundred  and  eleven — have  been  well  taught, 
and  by  their  manly  bearing,  obedience  to  duty,  and  general 
deportment,  they  reflect  credit  upon  themselves  and  their  in- 
structors, and,  in  general,  that  the  University  is  now  upon  a 
sound  basis  and  in  a  growing  condition.  Our  efforts  at  this 
session  of  the  board  have  been  chiefly  directed  to  two  objects^ 
which  we  consider  of  paramount  importance  : 

1.  To  provide  for  the  youth  of  Alabama  facilities  for  ac- 
quiring a  liberal  and  thorough  education  at  their  State  Uni- 
versity, worthy  of  the  State  and  of  the  advancing  progress  of 
the  times ;  and 

2.  By  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  student  to  the  lowest 
safe  limit — to  open  the  doors  of  the  University  to  a  much 
larger  class  of  our  people  than  have  hitherto  been  able  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  privileges  and  benefits. 

In  pursuance  of  the  first  named  object,  we  have  adopted 
an  academic  department  and  a  department  of  professional 
education.  The  academic  department  has  been  divided  into 
eight  schools,  as  follows  : 

(1)  School  of  Moral  and  Mental  Philosophy ;  (2)  School  of 
the  Latin  Language  and  Literature ;  (3)  School  of  the  Greek 
Language  and  Literature ;  (4)  School  of  the  English  Lan- 
guage and  Literature  ;  (5)  School  of  Modern  Languages  ;  (6) 
School  of  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Natural  History  ;  (7)  School 
of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Astronomy  ;  (8)  School  of  Pure 
Mathematics. 

The  department  of  professional  education  embraces  two 
schools— (1)  a  School  of  Law,  comprising  a  chair  of  common- 
and  statute  law,  and  a  chair  of  equity  jurisprudence  ;  and  (2) 
a  School  of  Civil  Engineering. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  increasing  the  philosophical 
and  chemical  apparatus,  and  for  adding  largely  to  the  Univer- 
sity library. 

The  open  or  elective  system  has  been  adopted,  so  that 
parents  or  students  may  choose  such  schools  as  their  means, 
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time  or  inclination  prompts ;  but,  unless  excused  for  special 
reasons,  each  student  will  be  required  to  attend  at  least  three 
of  these  schools.  Students  lodging  in  barracks  are  required 
to  enter  the  "  Alabama  Corps  of  Cadets,"  and  are  subject  to 
military  discipline ;  but  students  of  suitable  age  and  board- 
ing elsewhere  may  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  either  or 
both  of  the  departments,  subject  to  such  special  rules  as  the 
Faculty  may  adopt. 

The  several  departments  of  the  University  are  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  able  and  energetic  President,  Carlos 
G.  Smith,  L.  L.  D.,  assisted  by  a  full  and  able  Faculty,  under 
whose  skillful  and  faithful  management  the  number  of  pupils 
has,  within  a  comparatively  brief  period,  nearly  doubled. 

The  School  of  Law  has  been  attended  by  an  increasing 
number  of  students  the  past  year,  and  promises  much  better 
things  in  the  future.  The  professors  are  among  the  ablest 
practitioners  in  the  State,  and  as  a  diploma  in  this  school  en- 
titles the  holder  to  practice  without  further  examination  in 
all  the  State  courts,  the  advantage  of  pursuing  the  study  here 
is  apparent. 

2.  The  Reduced  Cost. — In  an  earnest  endeavor  to  secure  the 
second  object  referred  to,  We  have  ventured  to  reduce  the 
charge  for  tuition,  board  and  other  expenses  to  the  following 
very  low  rates  : 

Tuition,  per  term  (4 J  months) , $20  00 

Board  and  lodging  "         "        50  00 

Washing  "         "       7  00 

Fuel,  lights  and  attendance 10  00 

Hospital  fees 5  00 

Contingent  aud  Library  fee 3  00 

Total $95  00 

The  former  charges  for  these  items  were  $130  per  term, 

making  the  aggregate  reduction  to  the  student  $35  per  term, 

or  $70  per  year. 

The  other  expenses  for  uniform,  clothing,   etc.,  remain  as 

heretofore,   but  these  will  be  reduced  as  soon  as  it  can  be 

done  with  safety. 

The  Trustees  have  authority  under  the  act  of  the  Legisla- 
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ture,  to  send  at  their  discretion,  three  students  from  each 
county  in  their  respective  districts,  to  the  University,  free  of 
tuition  charges,  and  they  are  disposed  to  exercise  that  power 
with  judicious  liberality. 

Having,  in  brief,  set  forth  the  present  status  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  Trustees,  we  earnestly 
appeal  to  you,  the  people  of  Alabama,  and  particularly  to  all 
citizens  having  sons  to  whom  they  design  to  give  a  liberal 
education,  to  consider  the  claims  and  rally  to  the  support  of 
your  State  University. 

As  a  matter  of  State  pride  you  should  dfc>  this— it  is  a  pat- 
riotic duty.  Many  thousands  of  dollars  are  annually  sent  out 
of  Alabama  into  other  States  to  pay  for  the  education  of  sons 
of  Alabama.  A  moment's  reflection  will  show  any  thinking 
parent  that  this  course  is  not  only  unpatriotic  and  injurious 
to  the  State,  but  it  is  decidedly  injurious  to  his  son.  The 
alumni  of  the  State  University  constitute  a  large  and  ever  in- 
creasing body  of  intelligent  and  influential  citizens.  Scat- 
tered in  every  portion  of  the  State,  and  occupying  leading 
positions  in  professional  life,  business  and  politics,  they  have 
the  strong  and  enduring  tie  of  mutual  connection  with  their 
Alma  Mater. 

At  each  returning  commencement  many  of  them  turn  their 
steps  hitherward  as  pilgrims  to  a  shrine,  renew  old  associa- 
tions and  draw  still  closer  the  ties  of  intellectual  brotherhood. 
Besides  the  pleasure  afforded  by  such  reunions,  who  can  tell 
how  much  material  benefit  may  be  derived  from  them — in 
business,  in  times  of  trouble,  in  the  race  for  political  prefer- 
ment ?  We  only  suggest ;  it  is  unnecessary  to  elaborate  the 
thought.  It  is  manifest  that  the  youth  who  expects  to  spend 
his  manhood  in  Alabama  cannot  afford  to  go  beyond  her  bor- 
ders to  be  educated.  The  Trustees  are  determined  that  the 
advantages  afforded  at  this  institution  shall  be  equal,  if  not 
superior,  to  the  inducements  offered  by  similar  institutions  in 
any  of  our  sister  States.  We  earnestly  appeal,  therefore,  to 
parents,  to  the  alumni,  wherever  located,  and  to  the  youth  of 
Alabama,  to  aid  us  in  our  earnest  endeavors  to  build  up  an 
institution  here  which  shall  be  an  ornament  and  a  blessing  to 
the  State,  and  a  praise  and  glory  to  her  people.
